An eminent essayist is authority for the statement that 
‘the school is a treadmill, in which the pursuit of knowledge 
develops very little progress.”” We are not informed whether 
the author had in mind the ‘mill of the Gods” which are said 
to “grind slowly” but exceedingly fine, or a mental picture of 
a country school. However, we are inclined to admit it is too 
often true that the progress made in our schools is not very 
cratifying, either to the board of education or to the parents. 
How to remedy this ever present evil is a problem that we, as 
well as our predecessors in office have labored in vain in every 
attempt at solution. Differences of opinions as to methods, 
and the strong inclination to shift the responsibility upon 
another in every event of a disagreement, has long been an 
omnipresent means of restraint upon both the teachers and the 
board of education in attempts at reforms intended to develop 
mental activity and progress. We ought not to deceive our- 
selves, for it is evident that we are not in keeping with the 
times in matters of education, and we will soon have forfeited 
our presage to others unless we renew our loyalty to educa- 
tion and our personal interest in the schools. 

Let there be a unity of effort which shall include not only 
the board and teachers, but the parents and pupils as well, and 
a renewed determination to obtain better results for the money 
and effort expended. = 

In the endowments of nature our pupils are equal to those 
of any in the state, and if they are excelled by others in the 
acquirement of knowledge it must result either from neglect 
on the part of parents and pupils or defects in our methods of 
instruction. Whatever the cause the remedy is ours and can 
be applied without expense.
